IN GRIP OF STORM 


Gettysburg 
Virtually 
Isolated 
From Rest of World As Poles 
Fall and Wires Become En­ 
tangled; 
Motor Traffic Crip­ 
pled in Several Directions. 


Gettysburg was virtually isolated 
from the rest of the world today with 
trunk line telephone and 
telegraph 
communication completely severed as 
a result of probably the worst bliz­ 
zard and snowstorm since 1918. 
With telephone and telegraph com­ 
munication with the outside world 
completely cut off and many local 
lines crippled, the situation was com­ 
plicated by the fact 
that 
electric 
power, furnished Gettysburg by Han­ 
over, was also paralyzed and indus­ 
tries in town depending upon power 
to operate their 
machinery 
were 
forced to close down altogether, 
Rain Turn* To Snow 
Borne on the crest of a strong 
northeastern wind, the rain, which 
fell almost continuously during Mon­ 
day afternon. turned to snow as dark­ 
ness, fell, and soon Gettysburg and 
the county wa* in the grip of a bliz­ 
zard. 
As the snow fell, it clung to what­ 
ever it touched, because it was wet. 
and soon telephone, telegraph 
and 
power lines were encrusted with the 
heavy precipitation, while th*, fronts 
of hdbses facing the oncoming storm 
were given a coating of white. Limbs 
of trees showed signs of stress as the 
snowy mantle continued to pile up. 
Shortly after IO o’clock. Monday 
night, the electric power failed, as 
telephone and electric current poles 
with their heavily-encrusted 
wires 
sagged and came into contact with 
each other, paralyzing both services. 
As the snow continued to fall during 
the night and the wdnd rose to almost 
hurricane velocity, telephone, tele­ 
graph and electric power poles in the 
county were beaten dowrn. 
In Gettysburg, poles of the Cumber­ 
land Valley Telephone Company in 
Race Horse Alley laid their burden 
of wires upon lines of the Hanover 
Light and Power Company, with the 
result that it was necessary to shut 
off the high tension current which 
supplies 
several 
industries 
with 
power. 
Telephone wires 
snapped 
and broke in various sections of town 
and only partial service was avail­ 
able from both the Bdl and Cumber­ 
land Valley exchanges. 
Outride Communication Cut Off 
Reports from the local offices of 
both telephone companies brought 
the response that no calls would be 
accepted for points outside of Get­ 
tysburg, even within the limits of the 
county. 
It was said at the office of 
the Western Union Telegraph com- 
nar.v that all messages wcrP subject 
to indefinite delay, and that for the 
time being it would be 
impossible 
d th o r to send or receive messages, 
because of wire trouble here 
and 
elsewhere. 
iMany telephone lines 
in 
town 
snapped under the strain of carry­ 
ing the snow and many local pa­ 
trons found themselves 
unable 
to 
reach the operators. 
Among 
the 
industries 
hardest 
hit by the failure of the electric 
power were the Eagle Silk Mill and 
The Gettysburg Times. 
At the silk 
mill work was entirely suspended, 
because a1! machinery there is op­ 
erated by electricity. 
The mechani­ 
cal department of The Times sus­ 
pended operations, while all avail­ 
able news was written and taken 
to Hanover where the paper was 
printed. 
/ 
During the night only gas lights, 
coal oil lamps and candles were avail­ 
able for light. Many persons who re­ 
tired before the electric power was 
cut off. and who arose during the 
night were surprised to find that the 
lights failed to respond when the elec­ 
tric buttons were switched on. 
While telephone and telegram) com­ 
munication with th;* world around 
Gettysburg was at a standstill, vehi­ 
cular transportation was badly crip­ 
pled and in some directions entirely 
impossible, because cf the many tele­ 
phone poles which had blown down 
during the night and blocked traffic. 
Lincoln Highway On en 
The road to York was open and 
early morning buses had little or no 
difficulty to make their 
trips al­ 
though all were late arriving here. 
Several poles were 
down 
between 
here and York, hut they were a m o v ­ 
ed before the buses started opera­ 
tions. Buses out of Gettysburg for 
Caledonia and Littlestown were forc­ 
ed to turn back, owing to tho tele­ 
phone poles across the roads.

Harrisburg bus made 
its 
regular 
trips, as did the bus to Emmitsburg. 
Trains on both the Western M u p ­ 
land and Philadelphia and Reading 
railroads operated as usual, although 
all morning trains were from a half 
hour to an hour late.

said that in the mountains west and 
north of Gettysburg the snow had 
drifted in all cuts to a depth ot Iron) 
three to four feet. 
The local office of the State High­ 
way Department had it- snow plows 
out early and these were clearing oft

— The thirty-sixth anniversary of the terrible 
blizzard of 1888 was observed by King Boreas today by blowing down tele­ 
graph and telephone pules and creating havoc in communication in Eastern 
Pennsylvania and on the Delaware-Maryland peninsula. 
The storm was accompanied by a heavy wet snow which began falling 
last night and continued without abating duirg the morning. 
The high 
wind caused minor damage in Philadelphia. 
Store windows were blown 
in and roofs torn from houses.

A. Hanson, president of Gettysburg 
College, declared in an address to the 
Gettysburg Lions’ Club at the regu­ 
lar weekly luncheon of the club at 
the Eagle Hotel, Monday evening. 
“ Man has always been endeavoring 
to invent devices whereby happiness 
can t-e more easily 
procured 
and 
work made lighter, but such inven­ 
tions have only made man’s life more 
of a hurry and consequently much of 
the happiness that he sought is lost,” 
the speaker said. 
In discussing worry, the second 
enemy of happiness, Dr. Hanson gave 
whole-hearted praise to the man who 
can throw' w orry behind his back, go 
ahead with a smile on his face and 
help his fellow-man find happiness, 
peace of mind and contentment. 
Four things, the speaker asserted, 
are necessary if life is to be made 
better and the world a happier place 
in which to live— a deeper and more 
conscious sense of 
God, a deeper 
sense of duty, a new’ sense of des­ 
tiny and an enlarged and broader 
sense of stewardship. 
Dr. Hanson 
discussed each of these four princi­ 
ples in detail. 
While elaborating on the princi­ 
ple of a new sense of destiny, the 
speaker pointed to the lives of two 
great men to show how destiny un­ 
folds itself.

The 
report 
published 
by 
the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture on the total value of farm 
products, including live stock as well 
as crops, gives added confirmation to 
the fact that the country’s farmers 
in 1923 were, on the whole, prosper­ 
ous. 
The Department estimates the 
value of the crops in 1923 at $9,- 
953,000.000 and the value of animal 
products at $5,111,000,000. 
When 
an allowance of $3,850,000,000 for 
the estimated value of crops fed to 
live stocks is ,made to avoid double 
counting the net value of all pro­ 
ducts of the farms in 1923 comes to 
$12,204,000,000. 
This was $960,000,000 more than 
the estimate for 1922 . The crop 
value alone was larger than for any 
year prior to 1917, and larger than 
for 1921 and 1922. 
The value of 
live stock products was larger than 
for any year on record, with the ex­ 
ception of 1919 and 1920, when the 
general level of all prices was at the 
peak. 
The two sore spots iii the 1923 ag­ 
ricultural record— wheat and hogs— 
are strikingly shown. 
The value of 
the 1923 wheat crc? w*s* $725,000.- 
000, compared with $874,000,000 in 
1922 and with
